Defenders of present conditions have 


a good deal to say about "improved 
stock cars." that Is,' cars provided 
with troughs for feeding and water'-" 
ing the cattle without unloading them 
in route. The superintendent of one 
of New York's largest meat 
com- 


panies assured me that these cars 
were used almost exclusively, and 
that cattle in transit were well careU 
for in every way, says a writer in 
I'.'e New York Tribune, while on a tour 
of inspection of one of the large stock- 
yards in that city. "Show me some 
of the improved stock cars, those with, 
feed troughs," the visitor asked the 
inspector of the yard. The inspector 
shook his head. 


' You don't see many of those," tie 


said. 
"The cattle couldn't be driven 


to the troughs to feed, if there were 
trough?; it wouldn't be practicable; 
they arf packed too tight. Here," he 
went on, pausing by an empty car, "is 
a typical stock car. 
Five out of six 


of the cars that come in here are like 
this one." 


It was an open box car. without 


troughs. 
Tho sides of it were partly 


of slats, which had wide spaces be- 
tween thorn, giving practically no pro- 
tection against the weather. 
There 


was absolutely no bedding on the floor. 


"This car." said the inspector, "is 


Just as it came in last night, with a 
lot of steers in it. You see the floor's 
not bedded, and, naturally, especial- 
ly in sleety, freezing weather, it's not 
4>any for an animal to keep its footing 
on a floor like this, with the car bump- 
Ing and swaying over the railf "

in transit, and 10,072 cattle more or 
Irns seriously crippTecr befalling in 
the cars. If this was the case under 
the 28-hour law, how would the ani- 
mals fare und-rr a law extending the 
time to forty hours? 
The 28-hour 


law is disregarded in the far West 
One Western railroad kept cattle on 
its cars for from fifty to sixtv hours 
•without anything to eat or drink. 


The uninitiated may find it difficult 


to helie\e that the catle owners ana 
the railroads can be so careless ot 
market able property. As to that, the 
history of cattle raising shows that 
the stockman will often submit io lose 
a certain ]>erccntage of cattle rather 
than take measures to prevent the. 
loss; witness how cattle are left out 
on the great ranges of the West, to 
perish in the terrible snowstorms tiy 
thousands. Whether it is carelessness 
or cruelty, whether it is ihat those 
losses amount to less than it wouiu 
cost to protect the cattle propeily, 
there are the facts. 
As to the ship- 


ping, there is no doubt that the cattle 
owners would be pleased to have the 
railroads take better care of 
live- 


stock, and not smash it up so badly 
in transit; but this the railroads havu 
so far declined to do—at least with- 
out Charging more than the shippers 
are willing to pay. 


Many entile owners, though, do not 


let (he usages of the railroads cost 
theitf' too much. 
They 
have 
their 


methods. For instance, when a lot ot 
steers are prisoned in a car for two 
or three days, 
bumping along tne 


trackSj or perhaps sidetracked at some 
way ^station for hours because it is 
inconvenient to move them just then, 
they lose, through hunger and thirst 
and exhaustion and terror, considera- 
ble in weight. Promptly upon reach- 
ing their destination, however, they 
are allowed to take all the water ami 
frod they can hold, which brings up 
their weight and makes them look 
plump to the buyer. 
Physicians say 


that this treatment (longer hunger and 
thirst followed by excessive eating 
and drinking) makes an animal fev- 
erish, tends to render virulent any 
seeds of disease that may be lurking 
In its system: in short, makes it unfit 
for human food. But then the rail- 
roads and the cati.cmen do not hn^e 
to pay'the doctor bills of the person? 
who are mad« ill by eating impure 
meat 


AFTER PROBATION. 


In Texas, where peopte do surpris- 


ing aad original things, the institu- 
tion of marriage after probation has 
been introduced, says the New York 
Globe. The thing was started by a 
rich farmer, who advertised for a 
wife, but specified that the applicant 
should serve as his housekeeper tor 
a certain length of time, in order that 
he should have a chance to prove her 
ability and temper. It happened that 
the farmer was^satisfled with his very 
first applicant, and married the lady 
after a brief period of housekeeping 
probation. 


It is to be ho-ped that the pair will 


live happily ever alter. But the real 
fact is that their "probation" began 
only after they were married. 


It is a misfortune of humanity that 


it accepts quite gracefully and rea- 
sonably a relation from which either 
p?sty is free to withdraw, but far too 
often chaffs and kicks under a bar- 
gain that is for all time and for bet- 
ter or worse. That is the reason why 
the probationary marriage will never 
work. The real trouble begins when 
the probation is over and the so'icl 
business of "getting along" on a per- 
manent basis is at hand.

Eight Now Hold Army CommUsloni 


—Two Come From the Ranks. 


Unole Sam has on his long payroll 


eight nogro commissioned officers ot 
the 'army, three of these being olii- 
cers, while- the others are chaplains 
and a paymaster. 


By the Army' Organization act of 


July 28. 18C6, there were designated 
four regiments of negroes. These or- 
ganizations are now the Ninth and 
Tenth regiments of cavalry and tne 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth reg- 
iments of infantry, and since t:ie:r 
formation these negro regiments have 
had asigned to them negro chaplains. 


Probably the best known ot all the 


negro chaplains is Allen Allenswortn. 
Chaplain Allensworth has seen irucn 
active duty, and his service with tne 
"Fighting Twenty-fourth," which did 
good work in Cuba, has been contin- 
uous since his entry into the army 
on April 1, 1886. 


Next to him as to age and service 


is Theophilus G. Steward, who was 
appointed on July 20, 1891, from the 
District of Columbia and assigned to 
that other fighting infantry regiment, 
the "Brunette Twenty-fifth." His sr-v- 
ice has also been continuous with the 
regiment to which he was first as 
signed. 


The present chaplain of the Nintfl 


Cavalry is George Washington Prlo- 
leau, a native of South Carolina but 
appointed from Ohio. All of bis serv- 
ice has been with the Ninth Cavalrv, 
new stationed at Jefferson Barracks 
Missouri. 
He has fourteen years ot 


service before him. 


The last of the^c chaplains is Wil- 


liam T. Anderson, now with his regi- 
ment, the Tenth Cavalry, which n-is 
alro seen service in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippines. 


The last of the negro staff officers 


of the army is John H. Lynch of the 
pay department, who entered the serv- 
ice iu June, 18!)S, as an additional pav- 
ma«ter ol volunteers, with the rank 
of .Major, which position lie held lor 
thrro years, until honorably discharg- 
ed in May, 1901. when he was appoint- 
ed to the permanent establishment as 
paj master with the rank of Captain. 


The only negro officer of the .army 


who is a West Pointer 
is 
Charles 


Young, at present on duty, as Military 
Attache at Port an Prince, 
Hnyti. 


C'apt. Young 
entered 
the 
Military 


Academy in 1884, and was not gradu- 
ated until 18S9, when he was com- 
missioned an additional Second lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the Tenth Cav- 
alry, where he remained only about 
one mouth, when he was transferred 
to the Twenty-fifth Infantry as a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant. In this regiment he

THE CONSTITUTION 


There is much talk of amending 


the Constitution, hut our public men 
ought to learn that the Constitution 
5s not amendable, and that notwith- 
standing that we are in a rapidly 
progressive age, we are governed by 
men who died before the advent ot 
steam and electricity, to say nothing 
of the telephone and- ex-rays; in oth- 
er words, by men who have been In 
their graves for a hundred years. Ex- 
cept for the three war amendments, 
one of which was a merely tormal 
recognition of an accomplished and 
unalterable fact, and the other two 
practically dead, there has been no 
amendment for a 
hundred years. 


Nothing- but a war or revolution can 
materially change the Constitution. 
It is not practical to get a two-thirds 
vote of each of the two Houses of 
Congress aud afterwards a majority 
•vote of the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states. 
This is why 


Inauguration day cannot be changed 
from March the 4th and every four 
years cause death or "pneumonia" to 
hundreds of people.—Saturday Ev- 
ening Observer, Salem. 


While we cannot wholly agree with 


the pessimistic view taken by 
our 


Salem contemporary of that too much 
revered document, the Constitution 
of the United Slates, yet we admit 
that the difficulty in securing even 
a change that appeals to all as be- 
ing a good one is practically unob- 
tainable at the present time. 


W« do not, however, admit that the 


changing of inauguration day is eith- 
er particularly desirable or one of 
the most needed changes. No presi- 
dent or person would be in danger of 
catehing cold if the inauguration were 
conducted in keeping with the weath- 
er of the day. Why any 
great 


splurge should be made when a Pres- 
ident of our grand but simple and 
democratic republic assumes office is 
something that cannot be explained 
to the satisfaction of all of us. The 
French way of conducting inaugurals 
is one of quiet, and seems much more 
sensible. Xo doubt th« city of Wash- 
ington likes to be kept before the 
public as much as possible, and to 
have the greatest .possible number of 
people drawn to Tier every year; this 
d*sjre would be but characteristic of 
every city where civic pride abounds. 
It is not to be adversely criticised. 
But that fact doe* not alter the oth- 
er, that legislation, whether by Con- 
gress or all the states of the TJnion, 
cannot regulate the weather. 


Inauguration day with its attend- 


ant ceremonies as at present con- 
ducted would be very nearly as like- 
ly to cause death to careless people 
on the fifth day of August as on the 
fourth day of Marcb.

LIKE A BUTTERFLY NET. 


Queer Contrivance Used by the Fill- 


pino When He Sets Out to Cap- 


ture a Mess of Fish. 


An odd sort of fish catching con- 


trivance used in the Philippine islands 
may be seen at the New York aqua- 
rium. It Is an open work, dome shaped 
thing about two feet in height and two 
feet across in its widest part, at the 
bottom, made of thin strips of a native 
wood. The upper ends of these strips 
are brought closely together around a 
circle of wood at the top, whil* from 
there they spread out uniformly wider 
and wider apart like the wires in the 
top part of a round top bird cap»- 
UP 


under these strips, about six in«u?» 
below the top, is set a wooden hoop, 
to which each of the slats is bound, 
and over this hoop the slats are strung 
with a slight curve, to be held in shape 
and at unform distances apart by a tie 
run around a couple of inches above 
their bottom ends. So that this is an 
open dome shaped contrivance made of 
slender curving vertical ribs; and in 
its construction it shows nice work- 
manship. 
The island fisherman uses 


this fish catcher in catching fish much 
as a boy uses his hat in catching but- 
terflies; he claps it down over such 
comparatively sluggish 
and 
bottom 


feeding fish as he can get near enough 
to for that purpose, and through an 
opening In the top of the catcher he 
reaches down inside of it to seize the 
fishes thus caught.
